If the sportsman'* dream of paradis* 
plover abounds in

• ske.ip skeap " of the commonly wary 
bird la seemingly a plaintiff appeal to

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SICILY'S PEASANTRY. 



Wg. Tuslo has written for the Lcgu- 
del llcnc tin article on Sicilian labor 
onions. He nscribea the deplorable 
•late of affairs on tha Islands to two 
causes— the unions, or fascl del lavora- 
tori, and brigandage. The latter, he 
eays, i» greatly fostered by the fact 
that there are large .districts without 
rt.uls. The laborers are uneducated 
and live like beasU, Ignorant of their 
social duties and of the law. The 
riches of the Island are absorbed by 
the large proprietors and bankers. 
Hie signnrs live In Palermo and let 
tin-'- ' ... da to the gabellotti, whoaub- 
i^J^Wtthcai to Hub-gabellotti, who relet 
them to peasants, the contract system 
enabling them to oppress the latter. 
The peasant tills the land entirely at 
his own expense, keeps a fourth 
the produce and surrenders 
the remainder to the landlord. 
The laborers' wages averugo five cen- 
times an hour, and are almost always 
pi. id in inferior bread and wine. When 
they are out of work they borrow corn 
of t he landlord, who charges twenty 
six per cent, for six months. Crime of 
it 1 1 »Orte results. 

The penal statistics of slcilv are the 
Worst it. Italy. The extreme verge of 
labor tyranny has been reached in the 

bat e of the carusl, or mine boya, under 
twelve rears of age, who carry sulphur 
out of the pit, climbing steep, narrow 
gangways more than three hundred 
feet high. The pieconleri, who extract 
flic sulphur, engage the boya by ad- 
vancing to their parent! floor or corn 

worth fifty francs. So loner ns the par- 
ents arc in debt the boys remain slaves, 
their masters being aide oven to kill 
them without risk. Recently one bov 
wns killed by eight strokes of a pick 
and another by a kick in the stomach. 
The officials gave their deaths as 
kdne to natural causes. The boys are 
■ pule, sickly, stooping and rickctty, and

Now all the members are disciples 
of Marx. The most ignorant, perhaps, 
never heard of Marx, but they aim at 
Kh e*jual distribution of houses and 
land. F.ach union possesses a puss- 
word and method of communication, 
V A enabling it to distribute messages 
swiftly. Bach has its own police, who 
Inform the members of all the doings 
of the government police. A system 
of mutual Insurance and sick relief ex 
ists. The f.isri have established schools 
for children and adults, « herein the 
value of money, the duties and rights 
d workmen, and the theories of soolal- 
.sm ttd collectivism are taught. 
Many members have abandoned 
rli arch going, hating the priests as 
tyrant!

NOSE-RINQ FOR HOGS. 
A Valuable Invention on Whloh tne r«s- 



We illustrate In Figs. 1 and 9 a nose- 
ring to prevent hogs from rooting. It 
is well known that single loops or rings 
have for years been used for insertion 
in the nose of a hog to prevent the ani- 
mal from rooting. A single ring or 
loop of metal haa been found more or 
less defective for the purpose desired, 
owing to the fact that the ring being 
passed through a single incision in the 
hog s nose, will bend flat against the 
front of the nose, and have little or no 
effect to prevent rooting. This inven-

FENCES FOR FARMS. 
Wire la l 

The growing scarcity of timber in* 
some parts of the country and its (at- 
tire absence in other* saake the fence 

question a more serione one year by 
year. Only in the newly settled heevy- 
tl inhered land do we now aee rails split 
for fences. Wire in some form is al- 
most universally used for this purpose. 
The woven wire fencing whloh ia made 
in various widths nnawera every pur- 
pose of a fence, but it ia too expensive 
for general use. Wire and picket fenc- 
ing does very well, but it is liable to be 
broken by unruly animals, and onoa a 
rent Is started it Is soon of little use to 
turn stock. Barbed wire, whloh com- 
posed the original wire fences of the 
west, is cruel, and many a horse haa 
been ruined by being caught on the 
sharp, knife-like points. 

There Is a way of making a wire 
fence, however, that ia free from the 
objections that hare been brought 
against the others. Plain, smooth gal- 
vanized wire. No 10 or No 19, may be 
stretched tightly and fastened to 
wooden posts, with a single six-inch 
board at the top. Instead of the board 
a common "two by four" spiked to the 
posts may be used. From five to seven 
wires are needed, according to what It 
is desired to fence against The latter* 
number put four inches apart near the 
ground, and farther apart toward the 
top of the post will keep hogs, cattle, 
sheep or horses within the Inclosure. 
The railing or board at the top is often 
used on barbed wire fences, as the an- 
imals can see It more plainly than they 
the wiro alone, and there la leas 
danger of their running against it 
Wire fences of any kind should be thor- 
oughly braced and very tightly 
itched, or they will soon sag and 
get out of shape. — K. K. Rock wood. In 
T. Tribune.

shown in Fig. J. This device is quite 
simple and it can be made and inserted 
In the hog's nose without the use of a 
special tool.
